HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 


Under the present law homestead duties 
may be performed in three ways, and oa 
Ss application for entry the settler 

ust declive under which of the fecllowing 
conditions he elects to hekl his land :— 


‘three years’ cultivation and residence. 
during whieh period the settler may not be 
vioent for more than six months in apy one 
year without forfeiting the entry. 


2. Residence for two years and nine months 
anywhere within two wiles of the homestead 
quarter section, and afterwards actual resid- 
ence ina habitable house upon the homestead 
for three months next prior to apphcation 
for patent. Under this system 10 acres must 
be broken the first year after entry, 15 ad- 
ditional in the second, and 15 in the third 
year; 10 acres to be in crop the second year 
and 25 aéres the third year. 


3. The five years’ system under which @ 
settler may réside anywhere for the tirst two 
years (but must perfect his entry by comm: 
mencing cultivation within six months after 
the date thereof,) breaking five acres the 
first year, cropping these 5 acres and break- 
ing 10a res additional the second year, and 
also building a habitable house before the 
end of theseeond year. The settler muat
